It  was   inevitable  that  the   poem  oi'  Apollonins   as  a  work   of 
art  should   fall  far  short  of  the  Homeric  pocnns.      It  was  written 
at  a  time  when  the  conditions   whi.-h   fostered   the  growth  of  the 
epos  and  were  responsible  f  )r  its  existence  had   haitr  since  passed 
awav,  and   new  conditions    had   arisen,   too  (-rampe<l   and   narrow 
for   that    free,  spontaneous    expn  ssion   which    irav(>  to   early   epic 
poetry  its   naturalness   and   vitality.      Any  attempt   to   reproduce 
the  Homeric  spirit  must   necessarily  l)e  attendiMl  with  effort,  and 
consequeutiv  with  artificiality,  fi)r  it   could  not  be  the  fVeii  expres- 
sion of  its  age.      It   is  not  surprising,  tli.n,  that  th*-  Argonautica 
bears   evidences   of  the  labor  with   whi<'h   it    was    l)rought  forth. 
Yet  it  is  not  to  })e  su})posed  that   it    has  an  interest  only  ibr  the 
grammarian  or  philologian.     There  are  passage-^  iri  It   that   show 
genuine  poetic  power  and  make  it  well  wortli  litenu-y  study.   ^  It 
is    the    product    of  a    |)eriod    of   literary   development    too   often 
nee:lected  in  our  enthusiasm  (or  the  works  of  the  chissical  masters.

Relation  of  the  Case,s.  Mommsen'-  investii^ations  have  al>o 
shown  that  tiie  iinmerieal  relation  of  the  ease-  widi  whieh  preposi- 
tions are  used  is  an  important  element  in  -tvle  and  may  serve  to 
differentiate  the  ditlerent  period-  and  department-  <u"  literature. 
As  stated  by  him  (p.  VJ  of  Beitnii^e)  '' tlie  preponderance  of  the 
dative  with  pre[)o.-.ition-  belong-  tei  the  ohler  ami  poelie  lanuniaLi;e, 
that  of  the  accu>ative  to  tlie  yoiingiT  laiiLrua-e  and  prose,  that  oi 
the  if-enitive  to  the  rhetorieal  auil  philosophical  elements  in  poetry 
and  prose."  In  er)ic  aiid  lytic  poetry  th«-  daiive  i<  the  predomi- 
nant case.  Trae-edv  .-hows  at  iir-t  the  epic  relation  (prcponder- 
ance  of  the  dative),  then  ttie  dative  i;ave-  })laee  t^  tie/  u-enUive  in 
Sophocles  an<l  the  accusative  in  JMiripidc-,  thouudi  in  certain  pieces 
the  dative  still  pre(l(»minate<.  In  comedy  the  epic  relation  is 
found  onlv  in  tlie  frairmr'nl-  of  middle  eoiredy.  In  pro>e  the 
tiaiive  tails  into  tiie  backirroiin-i.

Doiibling  of  p/'cjjositiofis.  Tiw  doubling  of  prepositi(;ns  gives  a 
picturesque  fulness  to  the  expre-sion.  It  makes  the  preposition 
dotdjly  deictic.  Apolloibus  greatly  overdoes  Homeric  usage  in 
this  respect,  as  is  seen  by  the  fact  that  nearly  all  the  double 
prepositions  whieh  he  has  in  common  with  Homer  are  more  fre- 
quent, and  further  lie  forms  })repositional  combinations  which  his 
predecessor  does  not.  In  4,  225  he  has  a  triple  compound  in 
tmesis  vTreKTrpo  Be  rrovrov  erafipev.  The  double  prepositions  in  the 
two  poets  are 
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earlier  period  (eil  Kiilmer  ip  §  452,  2).
